France Masses For 
Diplomatic Attack On

PARIS, April  2.—French 
officials said today that the 
French government probably 


will ask for a speedy confer- 


ence with Great Britain, Italy 
and Belgium and will enter the 
conference with the demand 
that Reichsfuehrer Hitler's pro- 
posals be rejected. 

PARIS, April 2. — France 
massed her diplomatic resources 
today for a counter-attack 
against Germany's Locarno plan. 
Foreign Minister Flandin sum- 
moned the French ambassadors 
in London, Berlin, Brussels and 
Rome, to come to Paris for a 
two-fold campaign.

REFUND 
BILL IS 
PRINTED 


Far-Reaching Powers Con- 
tained in Provincial Loans 
Refunding Act 


Implementing an announcement 
that startled the financial world 
last week, the bill to empower 
the provincial government to 
carry out compulsory refunding 
in whole or in part, of its total 
funded and unfunded debt of 
$160,000,000 was printed and cir- 
culated to members of the house 
on Wednesday: 

Far-reaching powers are contained 
in the bill, which is entitled the 
Provincial Loans Refunding act 

Under this measure, the governs 
empowered to declare that 
provincial security 


holders of any 


| shall accept in place of that secur- 


ity, 
the 


perpetual government stock, 
interest rate on which shall be 


not less than two and one-half per 


cent, or in the alternative, any 
other bonds or debentures issued 
under the act for a principal sum 


of like amount

AN ECONOMIC BLESSING? 


Thawing snow, rains, and blocked rivers 
have been spreading death and destruction 
ough the north-eastern states and the mari- 
1e provinces. More than 200 persons are dead 
in consequence, and property damage runs into 
hundreds of millions. 

Congress is planning to spend from $300,- 
000,000 to $400,000,000 to prevent a recurrence 
in the states affected. The Dominion and the 
provinces will have to spend many millions to 
restore public property and prevent recurrence 
on the Canadian side of the line. 

A half billion dollars will not more than 
cover the cost of restoring buildings, bridges 
and other structures, and establishing safe- 
guards against future flo A gigantic waste 
of money, thrust upon the two countries by act 
of nature; as much money as it cost to maintain 
Canada’s army in France for a whole year. 

But is this a waste? Economists tell us that 
what has been largely, perhaps mainly, wrong 
with the world during the last five years or so 
was that not enough money was being spent 
and not enough men employed in the making of 
“capital goods.” Because not much was being 
done in the way of building houses and bridges 


ds 


and railways and machinery, and _ public 
improvements, those who produced consumer 
goods could not find a market for the day to 


day necessities they produce 

Well, money will now have to be poured out 
in huge amounts in those devastated areas, in 
the construction of “capital” works—just as 
Europe is pouring out huge sums for the con- 
struction of forts and fighting machines and 
ammunition. If what this continent needed was 
an incentive to spend money in permanent 
works of a non-productive character, nature has 
provided the occasion and made the spending 
not only urgent but unavoidable. 

Aside altogether from the loss of life, are we 
then to conclude that this carnival of destruction 
is an economic blessing and gain, and not an 
catas strophe and loss?

THE BOND-HOLDER 


The man—and still more the woman—who 
has invested savings in Alberta provincial bonds 
is naturally doing some heavy thinking these 
days, in an atmosphere of wonder as to whether 
the money has been lost. 

There is no occasion for alarm on that score, 
and bond-holders should not allow any impulse 
to panic to worry them, or cause them to sacri- 
The people of Alberta are 
not robbers. They have not asked, and would 
not countenance, any course of action that would 
be either dishonest or unfair to those who have 
staked money on their good faith. 

The most that has been asked or proposed 
in any way general enough to be important, and 
the most that is wanted, is that the wages paid 
for the use of money be reduced to parity with 
the wages paid for labor and the prices of com- 
modities, that is, with the earnings of those who 
have to do the paying. And in asking that the 
taxpayers are asking to be made able to pay 
their debts, not to evade them. 

The bond-holder, if he regards the situation 
frankly, must realize that he is at present 
“several jumps ahead of the game.” He has not 
missed a dividend. His money has not lost a 
day’s pay. The fall in the cost of living has 
doubled the value of the interest money he has 
been drawing, and he has drawn it steadily—is 
drawing it still, despite the default on capital 
payments. 

As compared to the one who put his money 
into business, and to the one who has to depend 
upon wages for a living, the bond-holder is in 
an enviable position. No reduction in interest 
rates can take from him or her the benefit 
received over the last six years when interest 
rates stayed up while other incomes slumped. 
And a reduction in rates now would react to 
strengthen the assurance that the investment is 
safe, that the capital money will be repaid and 
the bonds redeemed. 

The most any bond-holder has to fear is that 
he may not get his capital back on the date it 
was promised, and to a very real extent that 
possibility exists because of the excessive rates 
which have been paid to him through the years 
of depression.

Did you go to poe last Sunday as Prem- 
ier Aberhart urged? I did better. I stayed in 
and heard Mr. Aberhart on the radio and then 
read my Bible for an hour. 

An answer Mr. Aberhart made to a polite 
and proper question interested me most. The 
questioner wanted light on the two different 
stories of the Creation in the opening chapters 
of the Book of Genesis. 

I have no quarrel with, and very little in- 
terest in, other people's religious beliefs.

But when Mr. Aberhart told this 
enquirer from Saskatchewan that there are no 
contradictions between the two stories of Crea- 
tion, he was dealing with a piece of literature 
with which we are all more or less familiar. 

To check up against any error of my memory, 
I read and compared them again. The first story 
starts with the first verse of Genesis; the second 
story starts with the fourth verse of the second 
chapter. There are important differences be- 
tween the two stories, in regard to the order of 
creation, 

The first account says that heaven and 
earth and light were created on the first day, 
and day and night, morning ‘and evening insti- 


tuted. On following days were created the 
firmament, the dry land and seas with all the 
grasses and fruits of the earth, followed on 


the fourth day by the creation of the sun and 
the moon and the stars. Fishes and fowls and 
whales were created on the fifth day, and 
beasts on the sixth, including mankind. 

The second account is not divided by days. 
It starts with a waterless earth without men 
or vegetation. Creation came in the following 
order: first, a mist to water the ground, then 
Adam was made from dust. After Adam was 
created, a great garden was planted with all the 
fruits and trees, followed by the creation of 
the beasts and fowls, all of which were paraded 
before Adam to be named.

India Will be Christian or Moslem 
Under The India Act 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Everybody was wrong in estimating the effect of the India 
Act. No one, either great or small made any prediction which 
has materialized in any degree. Even Mr. Ghandi was absolutely 
wrong when he argued that the Act did not make sufficient pro- 
vision for the Untouchables; a class for whose welfare and up- 
lift Mr. Ghandi carried on a vigorous campaign. Mr. Ghandi feared 
that under the India Act ‘the Untouchables would continue as an 
oppressed class. 


None of the British statesmen and none of the Indian Princes 
had the slightest idea of what the India Act would do. All the 
great speeches, the important debates, and the wise predictions 
have turned out to be empty sound. 


The only man who figured out what was coming was Max 
Muller; and about 1880 he wrote: “Hinduism is a decrepit re- 
ligion, and has not many years to live.” 


Max Muller arrived at a right conclusion; but he had no idea 
Hirrduism would be wafted out by an Act of the Parliament of 
Great Britain, passed for other purposes. 


In order to make the real position understandable, a very 
few definitions are necessary, and these only in terms of wide 
generality. A Hindu is an Aryan native of that part of the Indian 
Peninsula known as Hindustan, lying east of the River Indus and 
south of the Himalayas. The name Hindu is applied to those who 
adhere to the old religion of that country; as distinguished from 
those who adopted the Moslem faith and the Koran and are calied 
Moslems. 


The Hindus were divided into four castes: 


1, Brahmans or Priestly. 

2. Ksatriyas or Military. 

3. Vaisyas or Merchants. 

4. Sudras or Artisans and Laborers. 


In the course of time these castes became subdivided into 
classes within themselves—but for the purpose of indicating the 
effect of the India Act only the four main castes need be consid- 
ered: together with about eighty-five million Moslems and about 
seventy milion Untouchables for whom there was no caste en- 
trance. 


While the India Act was being considered the Moslems and 
the Untouchables apparently only used language for the purpose 
of concealing thought; because immediately the Act was signed 
by the King at London the scene was changed. 


The leaders of the Untouchables ennounced that here was 


the time and chance to free all their people from the age-old 
slavery and oppression of Hinduism. The most impressive of these 
leaders, Dr. Ranji Ambedkar, born an Untouchable, and now 


holding degrees from London University, England, and Columbia 
University, New York, tells the Untouchables that the route to 
freedom is via new religious connections; and he is touring India 
telling his followers to get a new religious home now—whether 
it be Christian or Moslem—so long as they get out of Hinduism. 
By the thousands the Untouchables are accepting this teaching, 
and the mass movement of the Untouchables from Hinduism is an 
actual fact 


The Moslems have never made the conversion of the Un- 
fouchables or the Sudras an active policy, but the passing of the 
India Act has changed all that 


Under the India Act place is given to majority and minority, 
on the principle that the majority rule and the minority be given 
protection. This was on the universal belief that those of the 
Hindu religion would be the majority. 


But once the Moslems could absorb the Untouchables and the 
Sudras into Islam, then the Moslems would be the majority. The 
Untouchables are definitely going somewhere, and the Sudras are 
afflicted with moneylenders, and with exactions on the part of 
the Brahmans, and with the chafing limitations of caste, and 
are in a frame of mind for a religious elopement. 


The Moslems have financed and commenced a nation-wide 
campaign to get the Untouchables end the Sudras into Islam. The 
Aga Khan, the commanding prince of the church to one of the 
branches of Islam, went from London to India, and there is little 
doubt his powerful influence will make the Moslem campaign one 
of real efficiency. The Moslems have no prejudices against mass 
conversions, and will take as many millions into their mosques 
as can be induced to come in. Once an individual becomes a mem- 
ber of a mosque he is on a basis of equality with every other Mos- 
lem, and, up to the extent of his own efforts and capabilities, has 
equal opportunity. 


From the Christian standpoint the situation has difficulties 
The missionaries are trained in the belief that there is no such 
thing as mass conversion to Christianity; there must be a change 
in each individua] heart. Seventy million hearts would take a 
long time to reach individually, and double that number would 
take longer. There would have to be a great army of teachers; 
and a well filled bank account to pay salaries and expenses. 


The Untouchables and the Sudras prefer the Christian gate- 
way out of Hinduism, because they value medical help and hnos- 
pital treatment very highly, and because they have a high regard 
for courts, and financial institutions, established by the British. 


Surely there must be a middle course open, whereunder the 
Christian religion may be adopted as the racial religion of the 
Untouchables and the Sudras—so that their votes may be classi- 
fied as Christian votes, and their children educated in the Chris- 
tian faith to the full extent to which facilities can be provided 
and extended, Although the British dominions are classified as 
Christian countries there may be Britons, as well adults as 
children, who could not pass a strict examination on Christian 
doctrine. There would seem to be no reason to enforce as against 
the Untouchables and the Sudras a strict standard not enforced 
against other classes in the Empire. 


One of the great national truths now confronting the world 
is that India will very soon--as a few years only correspond to 
minutes in the life of the world—be ruled either by a Moslem 
majority or a Christian majority. The Moslems are fully financed 
and willing to accept mass conversion. The Christian church 
will either work out an efficient compromise or join the Brah- 
mans in the minority class. The Hindu religion is on the way out. 
The India Act did it.

VINER INCONSISTENT 

Editor Bulletin: What hope {fs 
there for a brave new world with 
such men as Dr, Jacob Viner, pro- 
fessor of political economy? 

“The theory of the capitalistic 
system in a state of free competi- 
tion is sound,” says Dr. Viner, in 
Thursday's Bulletin. Yes, in an 
age of scarcity, but not in an age 
of plenty. I suggest that as the 
first step in his new edveation he 
read “Looking Backward,” by Ed- 
ward Bellamy, written in 1887. 
The sad part is that thousands of 
Chicago University students are 
going to be as far behind the 
times as Dr. Viner appears to be 

I trust that all sensible persens 
will see the contradictions and 
inconsistencies in his thought. He 
advocates retrogression. a return 
to simpler conditions, a Rousseau- 
ean return to nature, so do cer- 
tain poets and artists in the Amer- 
ican south west. But take away 
from them their telephones ra- 
dios, typewriters, motor cars and 
bathtubs, and listen to them 
howl. We must go Onward arc up- 
ward, Retrogression means stag- 
nation and death, 

Again he prefers the disorders 
of democracy to the regulated ef- 
ficiency of the regimented state. 
What he fears is that we will be- 
come automatons in a mechanized 
society; that we will lose free- 
dom, initiative, and individual- 
ism. Just how much initiative, in- 
dividualism, or freedom can we 
have today? Most of us can’t even 
find jobs, let alone choose our line 
of work, Sensible people would 
say: “There is a certain amount 
of work to be dine in tae pro- 
duction and distribution of goods 
and services; the mere efficiently 
ana scientifically we do .t, the 
more freedom, inivvative, and in- 
dividualism we can have; for 
what is freedom, or initiative, 
individualism, but the using of 
one’s leisure time as one sees fit?” 

In admitting that the success of 
capitalism depends upon inielli- 
gent seifishuvess, Dr. Viner adinits 
that life under capitalism is a 
survival of the fittest. Need life 
be that in an axe of nlenty? 

The trouble witn the present 
system is that it is like a great 
unweildy, top-heavy building, 
without initial design or plen 
with wings, corridors and stories 
added haphazardly from genera- 
tion to generation, and the trouble 
with Dr. Viner and other «dvo- 
cates of cupitalism: is that they 
have lost themselves in the wings, 
corridors and upper stories of 
that building. Clearer sighted men

TEST LIQUID 
AIR MACHINE 


The liquid air apparatus recently 
installed in the chemical labora- 
tories of the University of Alberta 
was given its first test this week by 
Dr. E. H. Boomer, professor of 
chemistry, and was judged most 
successful. 

Giving his demonstration before 
a large group of chemists, Dr 
Boomer used ordinary air as the 
raw product. The intricate machin- 
ery compresse® and expands it, em- 
ploying cool air to further cool it- 
self, until a temperature of 300 de- 
grees below zero Fahrenheit is 
reached, At that temperature nitro- 
gen and oxygen elements in air 
liquify and unite to form a liquid 
compound 

Liquid air is used in chemical 
experiments as a cooling off sub- 
stance and the University was 
formerly compelled to send to Cal- 
gary to obiain it. 

The new apparatus is capable of 
producing six pounds of liquid air 
in-an hour and is one of the lates!

Definite Provisions Laid 
Down—Far-Reaching 


Measure . 


The new provincial sales tax, 
by which the province hopes and 


expects to increase annual rev 
enue by $2,000,000 will come into 
effect on May 1, it was learned on 
reliable authority on Thursday. 

There are two bills to the pro- 
posed tax, both of which have 
the same ultimate effect, 

The first bill is to impose taxe 
on the ultimate purchasers of 
specified commodities and the al- 
ternate is to impose a two per cent 
jsales tax, but is dependent upon 
necessary and proposed amend- 
ments to the B.N.A, Act being car- 
ried through 
| From present indications the 
government intends to bring into 
operation first the act to impose 
taxes on the ultimate purchasers of 
|}certain commodities as there ig no 
}question of the province's power 
to impose this taxation. 
| FUTURE ACTION 

It is thought in well-informed cir- 
cles that the province might keep 
this Act in operation for a year in 
order to take advantage of experi- 
ence gained, even if Dominion au- 
thority is given to bring the alter- 
nate Act into operation, under 
aamendments to the B, N. A. Act 

Steps will be taken immediately 
to organize under the provincial 
treasurer's department, machinery 
to handle sales tax administration 

Under terms of this Act, the tax 
is to be collected from each pur 
chaser by the vendor and turned 
over to the provincial treasurer. 

Articles exempted from this tax 
are listed in the bill, as follows 
bread, milk, coal, gas, water, news- 
papers, farm machinery and repairs 
|thereto, binder twine, electricity 
agricultural products produced 
within the province when sold by 
the producer, fuel oil within the 
| meaning of the Fuel Oil Tax Act, 
liquor within the meaning of the 
Liquor Control Act, money or 
things in action or the evidence 
thereof, and any other commoditie 
| which may be declared by the lieu- 
| tenant-governor-in-council to be 

commodities to which the Act docs 
not apply 

It is also stated that “after May 
1, 1936, every person who purchases 
a commodity by retail for his ow 
use, shall pay at the time of making 
| a purchase a tax of two per cent of 
| the price of the commodity pur- 

chased.” 


TAX COMPUTATION 

It is also provided that the tax 
is to be computed on the price pay- 
able in respect of each separate 
purchase by retail 
} In cases where several commod- 
ities are purchased on the same 
| occasion and as part of the same 
| transaction by the same purchaser 
| the tax shall be payable on the 
aggregate price of commodities so 
purchased 

When the price amounts to or in- 
| cludes a fraction of one dollar, any 
fraction of a dollar which does not 
exceed 50 cents, shall be treated 
and computed as 50 cents and every 
fraction which exceeds 50 cents and 
does not exceed $1 shall be treated 
and computed as $1, according to 
another section of the act 

Provision is made that a refund 
may be given by the minister when 
it is shown to him that the com- 
modity was purchased for purposes 
of resale an. not for use of the 
purchaser. 

Vendors are required, on or be- 
fore the 15th day of each month, to 
forward to the minister, the amount 
of tax which he has collected in the 
preceding month and provision is 
made for payment of a commission 
on tax collections 
| DESCRIBES VENDOR 

Under terms of the Act a vendoi 
is any person who, in this province 
|sells in the course of his business 
or of continuous or successive acts 
any commodity to a purchaser 
thereof for his own use for any 
purpose other than the resale 
thereof. A commodity is described 
as meaning all goods and chattel: 
which are the subject matter of 
sale by resale within the province 
outside of the stated exemptions. 

It is provided that the Minister 
may appoint a person to hold an 
inquiry into any charge or com- 
plaint that a purchaser has evaded 
payment of a tax or that any ven- 
dor has neglected to pay the tax. 

The accused bears the onus of 
failing to pay, collect or forward 
the tax 

Provision is made that a vendor 
who fails to keep records or de- 
faults on making returns, shall be 
guilty of an offence and liable to 
a fine of $25 for each day of de- 
fault. In addition to other penalties, 
4 maximum fine of $500 and costs 
or in default, three months im- 
prisonment may be imposed under 
the Act, 


MUST REGISTER
